FIRST DAY 



Dallas, Texas, December 4, 192 9. 

The Fifty-seventh Session of the Southern Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church was convened in the First Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, Dallas, Texas, at 9 o’clock in the morning, 
December 4th, 192 9, by Bishop Charles L. Mead. 

Hymn No. 5 60 beginning “And Are We Yet Alive” was sung. 
Bishop Mead offered prayer and addressed the Conference on the 
meaning of the' Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, after which, as- 
sisted by the District Superintendents, O. B. Morris and A. H. Pon- 
ath, he administered the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 

At this time, O. B. Morris presented the following who were 
introduced and made addresses of welcome: Don L. Sterling, Pres- 

ident of the Official Board; Rev. Floyd Poe, D. D., President of the 
Dallas Ministerial Alliance and Pastor of City Temple, Dallas, Tex- 
as; and' Dr. O. T. Cooper, Presiding Elder, Dallas District, Methodist 
Church, South. Bishop Mead made fitting response. 

The Secretary of the Conference called the roll and 59 answered 
present. 

While the Conference stood, he called the names of the brethren 
that had died during the year: Friede Bohmfalk, A. E. Powell 

and C. R. Robinson. The Bishop tenderly led the Conference in 
prayer. 

At this time, the Secretary, H. C. Leonard, because no longer 
residing within the bounds of the Conference, resigned as Secretary 
of the Conference. On motion by W. B. Morgan, the Conference 
accepted the resignation to become effective after the publication 
of the 1929 Journal. 

Question One was called, “Is this Annual Conference incorpor- 
ated according to the requirements of the Discipline?” The answer 
was made that it is. 

Question Two was called, “Who have been received by Transfer, 
and from* what Conferences?” O. B. Morris, J. J. Davies, W. I. 
Smith, Percy W. Beck, Robert Thompson and A. H. Ponath from 
the Oklahoma Conference and F. E. Madden from the St. Louis 
Conference. 

On motion of O. B. Morris, the conference fixed the two center 
sections as the place for the Ministers to sit during the transaction 
of business. 
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Upon motion of H. M. Hopkins, two members of other confer- 
ences, J. B. Bennington and John W. Cater, doing supply work in 
this conference were given seats in the conference section. 

L. J. Rode nominated and the Conference confirmed the follow- 
ing as assistants to the Treasurer: O. C. Raeke, O. F. Kattne'r, C. 

W. Bergquist, W. R. Ward and H. W. Bahler. 

On motion of J. F. Sarner, and confirmed by the conference, 
the following were named assistants to the . Statistician : C. L. 

Elliott, R. R. Blomquist, H. W. Bengtson, E. J. Anderson, W. L. 
Froehner and C. M. Nyquist. 

C. F. Bohmfalk was made assistant secretary. 

O. F. Kattner was appointed agent of the Methodist Review. 
A. H. Ponath was appointed reporter to the press and church papers. 
John Hierholzer was appointed to report the conference to the 
Apologist, G. C. Brannies to report to the Texas Stern, and F. L. 
Hagberg to the Swedish papers. 

Question Fifteen was called, “Was the character of each preach- 
er examined?” The character of each preacher was passed. 

The following District Superintendents reported their districts: 
O. E. Linstrum of the Austin District, H. M. Hopkins of the Bren- 
ham District and John Hierholzer of the San Antonio District. 

Each District Superintendent stated that the benevolent causes 
had been presented by the pastors in the various charges. 

At this time, Elmer Hierholzer, a student from the Blinn Me- 
morial College, was introduced and presented the interests of that 
School. The Blinn Memorial M#le Quartet was also presented. A. 
A. Grusendorff, the President of the College, was introduced and 
briefly addressed the conference. 

C. F. Bohmfalk then read the report, of the Trustees of the 
Blinn Memorial College and same was referred to the Committee 
on Education. 

Texas Wesleyan College was reported by President O. E. Lin- 
strum. 

The following greeting was received: 

“Dr. O. B. Morris, Pastor Southern Conference, in session at 
First Methodist Episcopal Church, Pearl and McKinney Streets, 
Dallas, Texas. 

“We the Texans of Boston University approve of Theology look- 
ing forward to time when we shall be members with you send our 
greetings. May this week be one of profit and joy for all. Fra- 
ternally, Gilbert W. Wieting, William Ralph Ward, Jr., William E.

On motion ' of W. B. Van Valkenburgh, the Secretary was au- 
thorized to wire greetings and sincere good wishes to Bishop and 
Mrs. Waldorf on the eve of their departure to South America. 

Announcements were made and places of committee meetings 
stated. The Secretary called the roll of the Conference Boards and 
Committees. 

- On motion of O. B. Morris, the printed program was adopted 
and made the official program of the Conference with the exception 
that there should be no conference session this afternoon. 

The session adjourned with benediction by Bishop Mead. 



SECOND DAY 



Thursday, December 5th, 1929. 

At 8.30 a. m. Bishop Chas. L. Mead called the conference to 
order and Hymn No. 183, “Come Holy Spirit” was sung. The 
Bishop’s devotional address was based upon that part of the second 
chapter of the Book of Revelations known as the message to the 
Church at Ephesus. 

The Journal of the preceding session was read and approved. 

On motion of Phil Deschner, the conference directed the Sec- 
retary to send greetings to the students at Boston University re- 
lated to this conference. 

The Bishop presented a check from the Board of Pensions and 
Relief for $73 8. The same was received and ordered placed in the 
hands of the Board of Stewards. 

R. T. Pynes, District Superintendent of the Lake Charles Dis- 
trict, reported his district. His character was passed and that of 
the preachers on his district. He reported that benevolences had 
been properly presented by his pastors. 

Question No. Three was called: “Who have been readmitted?” 
On recommendation of the Committee on Conference Relations and 
his District Superintendent, R. T. Pynes, Luther B. Lyons was re- 
ceived on trial and placed in the studies of the third year. 

(Notation: Having been on trial previously in this conference 

two years of the course of study had been covered). 

Question Four was called: “Who have been received on cre- 

dentials and from what churches?” Upon the recommendation of 
the Committee on Conference Relations and the District Superin- 
tendent, R. T. Pynes, H. K. Faulk was received from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. 
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The question was raised since H. K. Faulk had been formerly 
a member of this conference and during a part of a year had been 
a minister in the Southern Methodist Church, if his annuity year 
could he restored. The Bishop ruled that the annuity years in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church only could he restored. 

Question Five was called: “Who have been received on trial? 

(a) Upon the recommendation of the Committee on Church Rela- 
tions and Board of Ministerial Training and the District Superin- 
tendent, O. E. Linstrum, George Henry Mood was received on trial 
and placed in the studies of the first year. On recommendation ot 
Committee on Conference Relations and Ministerial Training and 
by John Hierholzer, his District Superintendent, Gustave A. Schulze 
was received on trial and placed in the studies of the first year. 
On recommendation of the Committee of Conference Relations and 
Board of Ministerial Training and his District Superintendent, R. 
T. Pynes, W. Ralph Ward, Jr. was received on trial and placed in 
the studies of the first year. 

After stating that there was a number of abandoned properties 
in his district, H. M. Hopkins moved that a Board of Church Loca- 
tions he appointed for the Brenham District. The conference passed 
the motion and the following committee was appointed: J. F. Sar- 

ner, A. A. Leifeste and Otis B. Fischer, Roy Chambers, Walter Chal- 
mers and M. Y. Schively. 

Miss Eunice Britt of the Kansas City National Training School 
was introduced and addressed the conference briefly concerning the 
School. 

The following were introduced to the conference: Dr. J. B. 

Floyd of Dallas, Rev. Frank Morris, Southern Methodist pastor, J. 
H. Childs, J. A. Wills, E. W. Kelly, members of the West Texas 
Conference, W. R. McCormick of the Kansas Conference, and many 
others. 

At this time the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
was represented by H. C. Leonard. 

The following resolution was presented by F. E. Madden and 
adopted by a standing vote: 

“RESOLUTION 

“Whereas, The Board of Home Missions and Church Extension 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church has called to the office of As- 
sociate Secretary of the Department of Church Extension of the 
Board a long time member of the Southern Conference in the per- 
son of the Rev. Harry C. Leonard; and, 

“Whereas, The Southern Conference was permitted to hear the 
work of the Board presented by the Rev. Harry C. Leonard at the 
192 9 session of the Conference on Wednesday night, December 4th, 
1929; 
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“Therefore, be it resolved: 

“First, That we express our appreciation of the high honor 
shown the conference in the choice of the Rev. Harry C. Leonard 
for that important office; 

“Second, That we express our high appreciation of the great 
vision of the Home Missionary task brought to us by Dr. Leonard 
in his address and assure him and the Board of Home Missions 
and Church Extension of our heartiest support in their great work. 

(Signed) F. E. Madden.” 

On motion of F. E. Madden, O. B. Morris was authorized to 
send copy of the resolution to the Corresponding Secretary of the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. 

Question Six was called, “Who have been continued on trial?” 
On recommendation of the Committee on Ministerial Training, Frank 
Jensen was continued on trial and placed in the studies of the sec- 
ond year. W. E. Wissemann was recommended to be received into 
full membership and elected. to the Elders Order, to be ordained 
elsewhere. Gilbert Wieting was continued on trial and placed in 
the studies of the second year. 

Question Seven was called, “Who have been discontinued?” 
None. 

Question Eight was called, “Who have been admitted into full 
membership?” W. E. Wissemann was admitted into full member- 
ship to be ordained elsewhere and to be received elsewhere. 

Question Nine was called, “What members are in the studies 
of the third year?” On recommendation of the Committee on Min- 
isterial Training, Henry Jongema was continued on trial in the 
studies of the third year. 

Question Ten was called, “What members are in the studies of 
the fourth year?” On recommendation of the Committee on Min- 
isterial Training, Philip Pallotta was continued in the studies of 
the fourth year. 

Question Eleven was called, “What members have completed the 
conference course of study?” The Committee on Ministerial Train- 
ing reported that C. M. Nyquist had completed the course of study. 
C. M. Nyquist was ordained Elder at the conference session last year. 

Question Twelve was called: “What others have been elected 

and ordained deacons?” Under this question the Bishop ruled that 
local deacons to become local elders would have to pass in the 
course of studies for local preachers, under the direction of the 
Committee on Ministerial Training. On recommendation of Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations, Luther Lyons was elected to local 
deacons orders. 

Dr. C. B. Spencer, editor of the Central Christian Advocate, was 
introduced and addressed the conference. 
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W. C. Hanson, manager of the Kansas City Depository of the 
Methodist Book Concern, was introduced and presented from the 
Chartered Fund $50, and from the Book Concern $890.21. These 
drafts were received and ordered placed in the hands of the Board 
of Stewards. 

On motion of H. C. Leonard, the following committee was ap- 
pointed to study and report on the General Conference Amendments: 
Phil Deschner, O. E. Linstrum, and A. A. Leifeste. 

On motion of Phil Deschner the business of the Preachers Aid 
Society was made the order of the day immediately after the read- 
ing of the Journal on Friday morning. 

H. M. Hopkins presented the following report of the League In- 
stitute Commission: 

“LEAGUE INSTITUTE COMMISSION 

“The nominating committee begs to submit the following names 
of two ministers and one layman from each district, as follows.

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THIRD DAY 



December 6th, 1929. 

Bishop C. L. Mead convened the Conference at 8:30 A. M. Hymn 
No. 410 beginning “Lord, Speak to Me” was sung. The Bishop 
chose for his devotional address the theme, “Human Values.” 

The Journal of the previous day wa*s read, corrected and ap- 
proved. At this time, the order of the day was called and C. W. 
Bergquist read the Journal of the Preachers’ Aid Society. 

As a number of reports were not completed, discussion and ac- 
tion was deferred until the next meeting. 

Question Twenty-five was called, “Who are the Supernumerary 
Ministers, and for what numbers of years consecutively has each 
held this relation?” The name of H. H. E. Pohl was called, his 
character passed and continued in this supernumerary relation, this 
being now the fourth year. 

Question Twenty-six was called, “Who are the Retired Minis- 
ters?” The names of the following retired ministers were called 
and continued in the retired relation: Otto Anderson, Fritz Beck- 

endorf, L. E. Gower, J. C. Groth, G. L. Harper, H. Homburg, J. W. 
Lively, F. W. Loy, W. A. Moers, O. E. Olander, Jacob Ott, E. F. 
Schuessler, G. Schulze, Wm. Sievers, T. J. Shrode, W. T. Stokes, 
J. E. Urbantke, J. W. A. Witt, S. H. Yockey. 

C. W. Bergquist made the report for the Committee on Confer- 
ence Moving Expense. The same was adopted. (See Reports). 

The Bishop was asked to rule concerning the binding of a res- 
olution passed at the Annual Conference. The Bishop ruled that 
a resolution passed by the majority of the Annual Conference is 
binding on all of the members of the Conference. 

The Committee for group insurance was enlarged to include R. 
R. Bloomquist, Ben Behrens, C. L. Elliott. These being added to 
W. A. Moers, O. B. Morris and C. F. Bohmfalk. 

On motion of 0. F. Bohmfalk, John Deschner was elected as a 
member of the Conference Board of Trustees to take the place of 
B. E. Breihan. 

On motion of O. B. Morris, the Conference' directed the Secretary 
to cast the ballot electing the District Superintendents and John 
Deschner as members of the Conference Board of Trustees. The 
Secretary announced that the ballot had been cast and that these 
were elected. 

Greetings were read from Alan MacRossie. The wire was re- 
ferred to the Board of Ministerial Training to consider the question 
of a Graduate School. 
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W. R. Ward read the recommendations of the Conference Board 
of Education and upon his motion, the recommendations were adopt- 
ed unanimously. 

“RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE CONFERENCE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION 

“1. That the Constitution of Blinn Memorial College he changed 
as follows: 

“Article V, 1, and (a)., — Election of Trustees to read as follows: 
The administration of Blinn Memorial College is committed to twen- 
ty-one trustees, nine ministers and twelve laymen to he elected as 
follows: 

(a) The annual conference shall elect three ministers and 
three laymen each year to serve for three years. The Board of 
Education of the Conference shall nominate these trustees. The 
laymen must he members of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

“2. That the apportionment of fifty cents per member be rec- 
ommended to all the Churches as an educational offering and that 
this offering be given to whichever of the three conference schools 
the local congregation shall desire. 

“3. That this Conference request the Board of Education of 
our Church, along with Bishop Waldorf, to make a careful survey 
of the educational institutions of our Conference and report at our 
next annual conference concerning the merging, if need be, and 
the location of said institutions.” 

After a statement from the Secretary, that the indebtedness 
hanging over the Secretary’s office had been liquidated and that 
a small surplus had been accumulated, on motion of H. C. Leonard 
the conference set 1/3 of 1 % of his total cash support as the equi- 
table sum to be paid by each minister towards the publication of 
the Journal. 

On motion of R. T. Pynes, the conference ordered that the date 
of birth and ages of the ministers be eliminated from the chron- 
ological roll. 

In recognition of the birthday of Henry Jongema and J. A. 
Traeger, flowers were presented to each. 

W. R. Ward reported Port Arthur College. On motion of O. B. 
Morris, the report was adopted. (See Reports). 

On motion of H. C. Leonard, the conference unanimously ap- 
proved and confirmed the following as trustees of Port Arthur Col- 
lege: J. W. Williams, Henry S. Siegrest, Henry Walton, Phil Desch- 

ner, E. L. Waldorf, E. E. Hoffpauer, Herbert Henderson, R. C. 
Holmes, Geo. E. Carter, P. H. LaGrone, R. L. Drake, W. H. Smith, 
H. K. Faulk, G. N. Bliss, G. H. Eubank, Abe Goldsmith, H. F. Bank- 
er, E. C. Willard, F. E. Gifford, G. M. King. 
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Phil Deschner as Chairman of the Committee to study and re- 
port the Constitutional Amendments, presented the following amend- 
ments: 

“The one known as number one pertaining to the election of 
Bishops by central conferences was adopted by a standing vote of 
57 for and none against. 

“The one known as number two pertaining to laymen in the 
Annual Conference was rejected by a vote of none lor and 56 
against. 

“The one known as the Florida Amendment was adopted by a 
vote of 56 for and one against.” 

J. J. Morgan was introduced and represented the American Bible 
Society. 

W. C. Hanson made a Book talk and recommended several books 
of special value to the preachers. 

O. E. Linstrum presented the following resolution and the same 
was adopted: 

“The Church needs a well informed membership. The Church 
paper should be in all our homes. No official in the local charge 
can afford to be without the Advocate. 

“We of the Kansas City Area rejoice that Dr. Claudius B. Spen- 
cer is our very own and we appreciate his editorial supremacy. 

“We value very highly the influence that Dr.* A. J. Bucher, ed- 
itor of the ‘Apologete’ exerts in our Conference. 

“The visit of Dr. David Englund, editor of the Sandebudet has 
tied the hearts of our people to the splendid paper he represents. 

“The Conference wishes to commend the Book Concern for the 
new attractive cover and improved contents of the Advocate. We 
heartily agree to reach the goal of at least one subscription to our 
church paper to ten members.

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FOURTH DAY 



December 7 tli, 1929. 

The session convened at 8:30 with Bishop C. L. Mead presiding. 
The Bishop’s address was on the Fullness of the Spirit. 

The' Journal of the previous session was read and approved. 

At this time the Bishop presented A. M. Thompson, President 
of Lay Conference, who made a brief address. 

D. C. Fischer, Secretary of the Lay Conference, reported that 
Amendment No. 1 was carried by a vote of 25 to nothing. Amend- 
ment No. 2 was lost by a vote of 25 to nothing. Amendment No. 3 
was carried by a vote of 25 to nothing. 

Question Eight was called, “Who have been admitted into full 
membership?” On recommendation of the Board of Conference 
Relations and the Board of Ministerial Training, Otis Fischer and 
C. P. Hughes were received in full connection, placed in the studies 
of the third year and elected to Deacons Orders. 

Question Twelve was called, “What others have been elected 
and ordained Deacons?” Luther Lyons was elected to local Dea- 
cons Order and placed on trial in the first year and in the studies 
of the third. 

Question Twenty-seven was called, “W T ho have been granted 
leave of absence?” On motion of Phil Deschner, B. E. Breihan 
was granted a year’s leave of absence on account of the ill health 
of his wife. Under the same motion, the Secretary was instructed 
to write a letter of sympathy to Brother Breihan expressing the 
well wishing of the Conference. 

Question Seventeen was called, “Who have died?” The answer 
was made: Friede Bohmfalk, E. A. Powell, C. R. Robinson. 

Question Eighteen was called, “Who have been located at their 
own request?”

Under Question Thirty-six, “What amount has been apportioned 
to the Pastoral Charges within the Conference, to be raised for the 
support of Conference •Claimants?” The sum is $9,541.00. 

On motion of O. E. Linstrum, the Board of Stewards was in- 
structed to confer with the Board of Pensions and Relief regarding 
more adequate help from that source. 

Question Forty was called, “Where shall the next Conference 
be held?” On motion, the place was left to be selected by the 
Cabinet with power. 

On motion of W. R. Ward, the Secretary was instructed to cast 
the ballot of the Conference for the following as Trustees of Texas 
Wesleyan College. The Secretary cast the ballot and the same 
were elected:

On motion of W. R. Ward the Conference authorized a financial 
campaign in the interest of Blinn Memorial College to supply its 
endowment needs and to celebrate its Fiftieth Anniversary. 

On motion of W. R. Ward the Conference approved as trustees 
for Blinn Memorial College Fred Amsler and Edwin Hohlt, elected 
by the Brenham Chamber of Commerce; and H. C. Hafer, elected by 
the ex-students. 

On motion of W. R. Ward the Conference authorized the Sec- 
retary to cast a ballot for the election of the following as trustees 
of Blinn Memorial College: For one year: A. A. Leifeste, W. B. 

Morgan, L. C. Holze, D. C. Fischer; for two years: Ben Behrens, 
W. F. Fink, Thos. E. Lundblad; for three years: C. F. Bohmfalk, 
Phil Deschner, P. W. Beck, A. L. Niebuhr, Ben H. Kneese, Frank 
Jensen. 

The Secretary cast the ballot and the same were declared elected. 
(Note: The election of these was to add to those already trustees, 
and thus bring the number to twenty-one). 

The report of the Conference Board of Trustees was read by 
John Deschner. Same was adopted. (See Reports). 

“Whereas, it seems best to sell property at Quitman, La. There- 
fore, be it resolved, that the Southern Annual Conference of the 
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Methodist Episcopal Church instruct the Board of Trustees to ex- 
ecute the necessary papers for the conveyance of same. 

The Conference authorized the printing of the report of the 
Treasurer of the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension. 

O. F. Kattner, the Treasurer, reported concerning the moving 
expenses. Same was adopted. (See Reports). 

The Report of the Board of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion was read*and adopted. (See Reports). 

W. B. Morgan read the report of Board of Ministerial Training. 
Same was adopted. (See Reports). 

On motion the Conference ordered that when it adjourned, that 
it reconvene at 5 P. M. this afternoon. 

Ben Behrens announced the following as officers of the Preach- 
ers Aid Society: President, A. A. Leifeste; Vice-President, A. H. 

Ponath; Secretary, C. W. Bergquist; Assistant Secretary, Raymond 
Bloom quist; Treasurer and Solicitor, C. F. Bohmfalk. 

W. L. Froehner presented the following resolution: 

“In view of the fact that the West Texas Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, at its recent session passed a motion 
in regard to the exchange of local congregations between that Con- 
ference and the Southern Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in places where the work of both conferences overlaps; 

“And, in view of the fact that said West Texas Conference elected 
a committee consisting of one Presiding Elder, two pastors and 
two laymen to confer with a similar committee elected by the South- 
ern Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and if possible, 
for this joint committee to formulate a plan of exchange to report 
such plan to that conference for ratification; 

“Be it resolved that this conference also goes on record as favor- 
ing the exchange of local congregations in the bounds of our con- 
ference in communities where the work of both Methodist churches 
overlaps;

The Bishop formally received Otis Fischer and 0. P. Hughes 
into full membership of the Conference. 

The Conference adjourned because of expiration of time.

The conference ordered that the published journal be the of- 
ficial record of the Conference.

At the Sunday morning service Bishop Charles L. Mead preached 
a wonderful sermon on Romans 1:16: “I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ.’’ This was considered a masterpiece, indeed. 

In the afternoon the memorial service was held with Rev. Bloom- 
quist presiding. Memories honoring the memory of Friede Bohm- 
falk, C. R. Robinson and E. A. Powell were read, and Rev. Rodgers 
preached a brief sermon. 

At three-thirty the Bishop called for the men who had been 
elected to Deacons orders, and Otis R. Fischer, C. P. Hughes and 
Luther Lyons were presented for Ordination. 

After that several children were presented to God by the Bishop 
in holy baptism, after which the afternoon session adjourned. 

In the evening session Dr. Cutshall delivered a very stirring 
address, after which the Bishop read the appointments for the new 
Conference year.

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REPORTS OF DISTRICTS 



AUSTIN DISTRICT 

Dear Bishop and Members of the Conference: 

It gives me a great pleasure to welcome the pastors and charges 
of the Ft. Worth District of the Oklahoma Conference to the fel- 
lowship of the Southern Conference on January fifth. We are meet- 
ing in the largest of these churches that united with us. The former 
District Superintendent of this “Dallas District” and Austin District 
have been my constant advisers and helpers this past year. 

AUSTIN. The charge in the Capital City adopted a $10,000 
ouilding program to include a $7,000 parsonage now under con- 
struction, as well as a large Epworth League Hall. The late Will 
Lindahl left $2,000 for the new hall. Decker and Austin held a 
very successful evangelistic campaign in the W T esleyan Park when 
Dr. David Englund of Chicago was engaged for a two weeks’ meet- 
ing. Death visited the parsonage during the past year and a loved 
mother of Mrs. Hagberg went to her eternal reward. 

BRADY and WEST SWEDEN. All reijoice that the pastor and 
wife were permitted to return home after a serious automobile ac- 
cident. All the departments of the church are in excellent con- 
dition. A lot has been purchased by the congregation for future 
use as site for new parsonage and hall. 

DALLAS. The First Church in Dallas reports a 14 month 
church year. Seventy-six new members of the total of 63 6 enrolled 
as active members. The Sunday Schools .average 400 in attendance. 
The East Dallas Church is a mission and twenty have united with 
the First Church from this community enterprise. Dr. O. B. Mor- 
ris and his able assistants, Miss Schneider and Mr. Henry Mood, 
have carried on a splendid work in the large First Church. 

HASKELL AVE. Here we have both lost and gained. Brother 
Robert Thompson and family preached and sang the gospel into 
the hearts of the people of Dallas. He reports that the last $700 
indebtedness on the church property has been paid this year. Fif- 
teen conversions, thirty-two additions into the church, stand out as 
a good record. We wish to say that his successor, Dr. Ponath, Is 
a man of power and ability who comes to us from the Oklahoma 
Conference. A sincere welcome to him! 

IRWIN DELL is our youngest child on the District. The work 
has just begun. The' pastor labored and toiled to make the base- 
ment church more attractive and has assembled a staff of Sunday 
School workers around him. The work is in need of our best sup- 
port and we look forward to a great church standing in Irwindell. 

DECKER and MANDA. Decker has celebrated their fiftieth an- 
niversary this past May. Some thirty additions are reported this 
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year. Manda has had some improvements made to the church and 
regular services in both charges under Brother E. J. Anderson’s 
faithful ministry. 

DENIS'ON. The charge has met with some reverses and the 
indebtedness on the downtown church property makes this a difficult 
charge at present. Brother W. I. Smith has met the situation as 
well as anyone could. A plan has been adopted to reduce the in- 
debtedness and aid the church to advance. 

DENTON and BLUE MOUND. Here we’ have a small rural 
church and parsonage at Blue Mound and a good city lot in Denton. 
The congregation has been served by Brother E. C. Schmidt, a stu- 
dent at Southern Methodist University. The charge should have a 
resident pastor to care for their needs next year. 

FT. WORTH, BROADWAY. The annual Epworth League Con- 
vention was held in Ft. Worth this past year. After a hard and 
difficult year’s work among his faithful congregation, the pastor 
and wife are now gathered at the sick bed of old Brother Bragg. 
We trust Mrs. Sandstrom will be sustained in these trying moments 
by the Christ. The church property has been improved and the 
indebtedness will soon be paid. 

FT. WORTH, ST. PAUL’S. Our downtown church is in the 
heart of the city and has a very valuable property. The sermons 
and music from St. Paul’s have been heard over the entire country 
through the station WBAP. The optimism of the present pastor, 
Brother Percy W. Beck, carries a large part of the heavy load. We 
are indebted to the Home Mission Board for valuable assistance in 
this important center. 

GEORGETOWN. The pastor from this church comes here with 
a report that $1200 have been collected and spent for the improve- 
ment of the church building. It has been redecorated and all re- 
joice over the new appearance of their beautiful temple. All de- 
partments of the church are in good hands and the pastor’s influence 
in the college town is being felt. 

TAYLOR and HUTTO. Two splendid evangelistic meetings have 
been carried on in these charges. The workers in the Taylor con- 
gregation have long felt the need of a new church or at least a new 
hall. Plans are being made to advance and make necessary im- 
provements in the near future. After three years of being served 
by Taylor pastor the Hutto church will hold to this arrangement 
another year. This small community has a very beautiful and well 
improved church. Brother Bloomquist is the pastor. 

WACO. The W T aco congregation is in good condition under 
the enthusiastic leadership of Brother Nyquist. The indebt- 
edness on the new hall has been reduced and the departments 
are all in good condition. 
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Personally. Allow me in closing to say that the work during 
the past year has been very pleasant and we trust profitable. Twenty 
thousand miles or more in the 1 interests of the Kingdom. The pas- 
tors have opened their homes to me and all have treated me very 
kindly. 

When I come to you this morning with a verbal report I do so 
because the sudden death of one of my brothers in Fresno, Cali- 
fornia called me there just ten days ago. 

May our Christ sustain the ministry in these days of trial and 
sorrow as well as in the days of joy and victory. May His Spirit 
he felt in every heart as we gather at this conference.

HAKE CHARLES DISTRICT 

Bishop Mead and members of the Southern Conference. 

Reverend Brothers: 

“A German scientist on an island in the Atlantic shoots a rocket 
containing a gyroscopic robot twenty-five miles in the air, paving the 
way for sending mail from Berlin to New York in thirty minutes; 
the radio girdles the world; photographs are sent by wire; aeroplanes 
travel three hundred miles per hour; television, which is seeing by 
radio as well as hearing, is at hand; electrical power is sent a 
thousand miles by wireless. The great scientific world moves on 
to the conquering of all natural forces. 

‘‘Yet a college co-ed, out here in Texas, goes out on a highway 
robbery. A boy heats another to death for the ‘thrill of seeing him 
kick/ Chicago has a murder a day. Pugilism, legalized gambling, 
and free love are on the increase; divorce is now at the rate of one 
out of six, and law-breaking becomes respectable.” 

The church of today grapples with new and strange foes. Ad- 
versaries more subtle and perilous than ever before essayed to throt- 
tle her spiritual powers and divert her from her divinely appointed 
task. New theology, reckless and unwarranted interpretations of 
the Holy Scriptures, plus a strong hid from the social world to com- 
promise religious convictions all conspire to chill the ardor of the 
pastor and militant church. 

Notwithstanding all that I have said, the Lake Charles District 
by the grace of God and its noble laity, led by wise, capable and 
consecrated Methodist preachers, comes to the close of the year with 
decisive victory. Out of the nineteen pastoral charges all but one 
will report gains in church membership. The revival fire has vis- 
ited the majority of our churches and many of our people have re- 
ceived new and deeper works of grace which have quickened their 
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spirituality. Some family altars have been erected and four young 
men have answered the call to preach and one new charge has been 
organized. A number of our charges met every financial obliga- 
tion and only two will register noticeable decrease. 

Sorrow, too, has been in our midst. 'On Sept. 18, Dr. Charles 
R. Robinson, our pastor at Jennings, died. Sister F. D. Van Valken- 
burgh, widow of F. D. Van Valkenburgh, a former member of the 
Gulf Conference, has passed to her reward. Mrs. Van Valkenburgh, 
wife of our own Rev. W. B. Van Valkenburgh, suffered the loss of 
her father also. The mother of Dr. W. B. Morgan, pastor of Na- 
poleon Avenue Church, New Orleans, slipped away, and my own 
dear mother went home just nine days ago. “We sorrow not even 
as others which have no hope.” 

While every charge and preacher is worthy of special mention, 
I shall only speak briefly of those that have unusual or different 
procedure. 

Port Arthur College, early in the year, found it necessary to 
secure a president. The trustees selected Rev. W. R. Ward, pastor 
of our church at Port Arthur, as president of Port Arthur College. 
We have visited the school and our judgment is that a wise and 
choice administrator now presides. 

The appointing of Dr. W T ard as president of Port Arthur College 
caused a vacancy in the pastorate of Port Arthur church. Rev. Phil 
Deschner, at the time president of our Blinn Junior College, was 
appointed by Bishop Waldorf, pastor of Port Arthur church and 
has served to the delight of all concerned. 

Jennings. Dr. C. R. Robinson died in September and we secured 
the services of Rev. H. K. Faulk for the remainder of the year. He 
found the work discouraged and badly behind, with some indebted- 
ness brought over from last year, but our fine laity responded to 
his leadership and every item is up in full. The church would like 
to have him back as pastor another year. 

Our Italian church in New Orleans is doing a great work among 
these people. Some of the most reliable and high-grade Italians in 
the city are members of this church. Rev. Phillip Pallotta is pastor. 
He is blessed with a good wife and both are willing workers. We 
need a larger equipment if w.e are to count for anything large with 
the Italians. Our church is too meager in contrast to the Roman 
Catholic Church edifices in New Orleans for us to ever hope to do 
what we could and ought to do. With four million of these people 
in our nation, all but a small margin holding allegiance to a foreign 
power, I feel that Methodism has a large responsibility in this con- 
nection. 

Our French work at Bayou Chene and Indian Village is in many 
ways a most fascinating and interesting charge. Rev. M. E. Kings- 
land is the pastor. He travels by motor boat to preach and serve 
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these people. If we had money and preachers, we could organize 
at least three or four pastoral charges in this Chafalage basin within 
the next year. I am informed that our Sunday School at Indian 
Village with an enrollment of forty is the largest Sunday School in 
the county (Parish). 

In closing I must say that our churches and pastors are held in 
high esteem in the local communities where they serve. As proof 
of this fact, out of the nineteen pastors in the district, thirteen 
preached High School Baccalaureate Sermons this year.

BRENHAM DISTRICT 

Taking the charges alphabetically I beg to submit a brief survey 
of the district, naming only a few items of interest in each charge. 

ARCADIA-PEARLAND. Rev. J. M. Bennington has supplied for 
this circuit three years. Last fall he reorganized the Arcadia work 
with the result that there have been a good number of additions to 
the church membership, and an enrollment in the Sunday School 
of 50. 

The property at Alvin continues to be for sale. The church is 
at present being used for worship by the Nazarenes. Some of the 
remaining members were enrolled at Arcadia and at Pearland. 

Pearland suffered somewhat in the loss of membership by re- 
moval of several families to Houston. 

BEAR CREEK CIRCUIT. Rev. A. D. Moehle closes his fifth 
year on this circuit. During this time each one of the three churches 
celebrated its fiftieth anniversary. While the congregations are 
small in membership the principal results of the labors of the past 
half century must be sought in other charges nearby. 

During the summer the pastor suffered a very painful operation 
on his knee, but we are glad for his complete recovery. 

Rev. and and Mrs. Beckendorf make their home at Bear Creek, 
living near the church, and surrounded by their children. Bro. 
Beckendorf’s health has been somewhat impaired for some time.. 

BRENHAM-PAIGE. Rev. Ben Behrens has enjoyed a good year 
at Brenham. The record shows an increase of 22 members to the 
roll. The presence of the members of the faculty and students of 
Blinn Junior College in this congregation are a great help as well 
as a challenge to the preacher. 

Paige, 50 miles from Brenham on the Austin highway, has been 
under the care of the Brenham pastor and supplied part of the time 
by ministerial students from Blinn. It is planned to give this to a 
student for the coming year. 
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Rev. and Mrs. Jacob Ott reside in Brenham. They are rarely 
ever absent from church on Sunday. Bro. Ott still enjoys the priv- 
ilege of preaching occasionally as opportunity affords. 

DEADWOOD CIRCUIT. Rev. C. H. LaGrone reported to the 
Fourth Quarterly Conference that he had traveled nearly 3 400 
miles to and from his appointments this year. He made nearly 
400 pastoral calls and preached 170 times. He lives at Keachie, 
La. and has two churches in each state. 

Deadwood has lost a good many of its best members by removal 
to other communities in recent years. Hopewells is still a quite 
new mission field. Pine Hill has a fine church building, but the 
membership has been reduced to one family. Bethel is still the 
strongest society on this circuit. 

In addition to these Bro. LaGrone serves Sabine Circuit, almost 
150 miles away. Here the building of a new church had been 
planned, but due to crop failure had to be postponed until next 
spring. 

FAIRBANKS. In the early part of the year Rev. G. O. Swartz 
of Houston served this work. Since spring Rev. E. L. Jones, a local 
preacher, has occupied the parsonage and given his time' to this 
mission. New families moving into the community make this a 
really promising field. The Sunday School enrollment is 100. In 
another community Bro. Jones has organized an afternoon Sunday 
School. 

The Ladies Aid rendered a real service to the church by building 
an annex to the church at a cost of over $600. 

GALVESTON. Rev. J. Karling is closing his 6th year at this 
port. Our church has access to a very promising mission field in 
which it is the only Protestant church. However, our present lo- 
cation is unfavorable, our property uninviting, and our equipment 
woefully inadequate. Our congregation has voted to sell its pres- 
ent holdings and acquire a more central location, but they are hin- 
dered by their limited resources. Yet we cannot remain as we are. 
Something must be done. 

(HOUSTON. Our three pastors are faithfully holding up the 
standards of Methodism in this rapidly-growing center. 

The pulpit of Collins Memorial became vacant soon after the 
Annual Conference last year, when Rev. H. C. Leonard was ap- 
pointed Associate (Secretary of the Department of Church Extension. 
Bishop Waldorf appointed Dr. F. E. Madden to this charge on Jan. 1. 

Collins is confronted with several very grave problems not the 
least of which is the necessity of providing adequate and attractive 
equipment for work and worship Financial conditions were very 
unfavorable, hence the program of expansion could not be carried 
out as planned. Recently a very helpful revival led by Miss Ora 
Simmons of Denver resulted in the conversion of a good number 
and the addition of several members. 
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Norhill continues to enjoy the prosperity that ought to come to 
a church located in a new addition. Rev. A. A. Leifeste reports 
the addition of 45 members for the year, which is a little short of 
the goal, yet a very creditable showing. 

The Conference claimants residing in Houston are Mrs. C. Fro- 
men and children, who worship at (N-orhill. We are glad to report 
that they are well. 

SOUTH HOUSTON. Rev. Otis Fischer has served South Houston 
three years. Besides holding a regular position to support himself, 
he completed his course at Rice Institute, while preaching every 
Sunday morning. Recently a community church was organized by 
a resident retired minister, which took some of our Sunday School 
members away. Two families have moved to Houston. Math only 
one family remaining in our church it does not seem advisable to 
carry on. 

HUGHES SPRINGS CIRCUIT. Rev. R. G. Swanson serves 
Hughes Springs, Holly Springs, Jefferson and Morris Grove. In the 
first place there has been a loss of membership by removal. At 
Jefferson and Morris Grove there are signs of improvement. 

The last session of the Quarterly Conference voted to release the 
property in Atlanta to the Conference Board of Trustees. 

INDUSTRY CIRCUIT, RUTERSVILLE. Rey. G. C. Doerr serves 
this charge at a considerable sacrifice. The people are well pleased 
with his work. Both church and parsonage received a new coat of 
paint during the summer. The labor was donated by members of 
the congregation. 

The roads on this circuit become very bad in wet weather. It 
is proposed to serve Rutersville Circuit with a local preacher out 
of Brenham. 

LA PORTE. At present our responsibility seems to be confined 
to the care of our church property, which is located on the prin- 
cipal street, and as the city grows will increase in value. The 
church is being used and kept in repair by the American Legion 
post. The parsonage is being used rent free by the pastor of the 
Community church. Our constituency at present numbers about 
2 5 persons. 

LEXINGTON-CALDWELL. Rev. A. G. Elley serves these two 
points which are separated by 32 miles of very soft roads in wet 
weather. Were it not for the limited resources of the membership, 
we should have a pastor at each place. 

LUFKIN CIRCUIT. Rev. W. C. Mann has done definitely con- 
structive work during the quadrenium he served this charge. Ford’s 
Chapel desires a full-time pastor. If such an arrangement can be 
made, the other two points on the charge must be cared for by a 
local preacher. 
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MARSHALL-ROCK HILL. Rev. iS. J. Manning completes his 
third year at Marshall. His leadership has meant much to the 
church in more ways than one. The financial depression has also 
prevented the erection of the church school annex that has been 
planned. 

Rock Hill, ar community 23 miles from town, has also been under 
Bro. Manning’s care. Because of the reduction of its membership 
the church has asked that services be discontinued. 

Rev. and Mrs. J. W. Lively, and Sister Woodson, are the Con- 
ference Claimants living in Marshall and are very appreciative of 
the consideration the Conference gives them. Bro. Lively is getting 
quite feeble, but is always cheerful. 

MEIER’S SETTLEMENT. This congregation has a membership 
of 127, some of whom reside in Waco. Rev. John Schreiber, a 
resident local preacher, has served the charge very satisfactorily. 
His re-appointment is requested. 

NOONDAY-WESLEY. Rev. E. A. Powell served this charge un- 
til June. While on his vacation trip to Kansas, the summons came 
from the Master to cease from his labors. He died at Guthrie, 
Okla. Since that time there has been no regular pastor at Noon- 
day. The faithful people have kept up their monthly payments 
on the church. 

PERRY. Rev. C. W. Schleehte’s 5 years of service in this rural 
charge have been fruitful of some definite results. It is a pleasing 
sight to see this large congregation on a fair Sunday fill every seat, 
and oh Communion Sunday to witness as many as 2 00 adults par- 
taking of the sacrament. 

POLK CIRCUIT. This work was left to be supplied last fall, 
and owing to its isolated location it was not possible to place it un- 
der the care of another pastor. There is a small group of faithful 
people there who need a pastor. 

RIEiSEL. Rev. H. W. Bahler has won the confidence of his 
people and the respect of the community the first year. With a 
definite goal and a constructive program, the church is slowly, but 
surely, forging ahead. 

Rev. and Mrs. J. W. Witt make Riesel their home. They enjoy 
the fellowship of the congregation, and are active in the church. 
Bro. Witt preached at Meier’s and Hallsburg each once a month. 

Riesel spent $1500 on painting and decorating its church and 
parsonage. The neat appearance must impress everyone passing on 
the highway. 

This charge enjoys the distinction of having the largest Epworth 
League on the district, numbering 74 members. 
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SEALY-PETERS. Rev. W. H. Bengtson has served this charge 
more than 6 years. He has never had the thrill of a move. He 
has won a large place in the esteem of the community in which he 
live's. 

TEXAS CITY. Last fall Bishop Waldorf appointed Rev. J. W. 
Cater, a retired member of the Missouri Conference, to this port. 
Brother Cater has done well, and is invited to return. Last spring 
the church was re-decorated inside at a cost of over $500, which 
has been paid for. 

SPECIAL ITEM'S. 

1. World Service. Our hearts were made heavy by the report 
that World Service receipts for the fiscal year were below those of 
last year. Our own district paid only 50 per cent as much during 
this period as last year. This is not an evidence of a lack of in- 
terest, but due to crop failure. Our people are better informed and 
more interested in the benevolent program of the church than ever 
before. 

2. Education. Blinn Junior College has demonstrated its abil- 
ity to meet every requirement of a Junior College. More young 
people from our congregations are in attendance. With proper fi- 
nancial assistance it can be made one of the best Junior colleges. 

3. League Institute. We have been fortunate in securing com- 
petent and consecrated instructors for our Institute. Last year’s 
enrollment of 184 exceeding that of any previous year. The oper- 
ating cost is something over $275. There were 152 certificates 
issued. A very profitable Bible Conference was enjoyed by nearly 
40 ministers during Institute week. 

One of the fruits of our Institutes is the winning of some of our 
best young people for definite Christian service. There are 6 young 
men in the sophomore class at Blinn this year who are training for 
the Methodist ministry. Others are going into other lines of Chris- 
tian work. 

4. Membership. Adding the figures of the quarterly confer- 
ence reports we find that there has been an increase of 200 mem- 
bers on the district, but the net gain is only about 75.

Dear Bishop and members of the Conference:. 

This is my fifth annual report of the San Antonio District, 

1. BUILDINGS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

A few days after the last Conference Session I went to our 
Orange Grove Mission Field. We collected quite a nice sum of 
money for a new church. To this we added seven hundred dollars, 
which this charge received from the Conference Trustee Treasury. 
The Church was dedicated free of debt, the remaining sum which 
was needed being collected on the day of dedication. The property 
is valued at $2200.00. Bro Wm. Makowski and his assistants did 
good work on this charge. 

Bro. E. E. Schmidt and his young congregation at Aleman suc- 
ceeded in buying, moving and remodeling a church, which they 
bought from the M. E. Church South. The cash money spent 
amounted to about $1250.00. The church, however, is easily worth 
$2500.00. They succeeded in erecting this nice little church for 
this small amount because the labor was furnished by the pastor 
and members of the congregation and the old building was pur- 
chased for the small sum of $3 50.0-0. If the Conference Trustees 
will allow them $400.00 the church will be free of debt. Money 
invested in this new field will bring good returns. 

Our Hackberry Street parsonage in San Antonio was badly in 
need of repairs. Quite a few improvements were made. They 
amounted to $600.00, which has been paid. 

Bro. Kle'inknecht and his congregation had the misfortune of 
losing their parsonage by fire. Fortunately it was insured for 
$1390.00. Since the lumber yard sold the lumber at a very reason- 
able price and the pastor, members and friends of the congregation 
helped in building a new parsonage, they have built a five room 
house free of debt. 

Although Seguin is badly in need of a new church building, it 
did not undertake the task this year, because of the crop failures 
of the past several years. However, they have a nice sum in their 
building fund which has grown to $10,000.00. 

Other congregations have made minor repairs or improvements. 

2. REVIVALS AND ADDITIONS T?0 THE CHURCH: 

In each congregation a revival of some sort was held. We are 
not able to report very many old time conversions but the children 
of God were edified and quite a few new members were won. In 
the last few years seven young men from the San Antonio District 
felt the call to prepare for the ministry. They are in school at 
present. This is good proof that the work on the district has been 
spiritually a-live. The church in San Juan, in Lyford and San An- 
tonio, Hackberry Street, have revised their church records and have 
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taken about ninety names from the records, which should have been 
removed years ago. A few other churches had a small dcrease in 
membership. For this reason we have a small decrease on the 
district. However, we have a clear and accurate record for the 
future. 

3. FINANCES: 

Considering the crop failures the churches on the district did 
very well. A few made up their full quota. The full amount paid 
this Conference year for World Service amounts to $3726.92. 

4. SICKNESS AND DEATH: 

On the 7th day of August Father Friede Bohmfalk was trans- 
lated from the church militant to the church triumphant. His obit- 
uary will be read Sunday afternoon in the Memorial Service. 

His son, Rev. C. F. Bohmfalk, and several of his grandsons, are 
taking his place in the church as ministers of the gospel. 

Bro. Wm. Makowski has been in ill health during the past year, 
but during the last two months his health has been improving nicely. 

Sister Homburg is in very feeble health. 

5. CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS: 

Taking age and physical conditions into consideration the Con- 
ference claimants are getting along nicely. Wherever they have a 
chance to lend a helping hand they are ready to do so. May God 
bless our fathers and mothers in Israel! 

6. PERSONALS: 

The good Lord has been with me in the work and kept His pro- 
tecting hand over me on. all my journeys. 

I enjoyed the fellowship with the brethren. With a grateful 
heart towards God and my brothers and sisters this report is re- 
spectfully submitted.

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JOURNAL OF THE PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY 

The members of the Preachers’ Aid Society of the Southern 
Conference met in Dallas, Texas, at 2:30 P. M., December 3, 1929, 
Pres. Phil Deschner in the chair. 

President reported that Carl W. Bergquist had been appointed 
Secretary pro tempore during the year. 

Bergquist was elected Secretary. 

Minutes from the last meeting were read. 

On motion of H. C. Leonard,- amended by W. A. Moers, it was 
decided that a committee of one from each district be appointed 
to wait upon delinquents. Bergquist, Bohmfalk, Leifeste and 
Stokes were appointed. 

Committee was appointed to look into the matter of group in- 
surance and the continuance of our $5.00 assessment. Bohmfalk, 
Moers and Morris were appointed. 

Secretary read report about collections during the year. It was 
adopted. 

On motion of Davis it was decided that any man who pays all 
back dues shall become a bona fide member of the society. 

Bro. Kattner reported a gift of $25.00 from the Schulenburg 
Ladies’ Aid Society to the permanent endowment fund of the Preach- 
ers’ Aid. 

The Treasurer, W. A. Moers, reported. The report was accepted. 
See 'Reports. 

Executive Secretary gave an oral report of his work during the 
year,; a total of $29,117.00 were reported as deferred endowment 
gathered during the year. 

Committee consisting of Bohmfalk, Schlechte and Van Valken- 
burgh was appointed to draw up resolutions concerning the work 
of Moers, these resolutions to be spread upon the minutes of the 
Conference. 

An amount not to exceed $2 700.00 was appropriated to the Con- 
ference Board of Stewards from the income during the year. 

On motion of Moers, following amendment to the Constitution, 
Art. IV, was adopted: 

That an assistant treasurer and an assistant secretary be in- 
cluded in the list of officers of the society. 

The officers to be elected constitute: President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, and Assistant Treasurer, 
the latter to be nominated by the Treasurer for election by Society. 

On motion of Moers it was decided that the District Superinten- 
dents of the Conference with the addition of one pastor from each 
district named by the chairman of the Preachers’ Aid, constitute 
the nominating committee for the officers of the Preachers’ Aid 
for the ensuing year. Behrens, Bergquist, Didzun and Elliot were 
appointed to serve with the Superintendents. 
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On motion of Moers the by-laws were amended as follows: 

1. That subscriptions and obligation to the endowment fund 
made by members of the Annual Conference (ministers) be made 
legally effective and adjudged a debt against the subscriber. 

2. That the unpaid part of subscriptions and obligations stand 
as a debt against a pensioneer to be liquidated out of the annual 
pension as recommended by the 1 Conference Board of Stewards and 
approved by a two-third vote of the members of the Conference 
present at voting. 

On motion by Moers meeting decided: 

That we elect a Conference Board of Equalization and that the 
Conference Board of Stewards by that Board. 

That the Board of Equalization find and fix the amount of sub- 
scription that each member of the Conference should subscribe 
towards the Endowment Fund, however giving each member of the 
conference a hearing. 

That the Conference vote upon the findings of the Board of 
Equalization and so make it final. A simple majority shall decide. 

Resolution offered by Moers was adopted: 

“That, to the person or family group who contribute $1000.00 
or more to the Endowment Fund of the Preachers’ Aid a suitable 
certificate be awarded; and the same to be signed and attested to 
by the Presiding Bishop of the Conference and the President and 
the Treasurer of the Preachers’ Aid.” 

Decided to request the Conference that the meeting of the So- 
ciety be held during, a regular morning session of the Conference 
session next year. 

Committee of three was appointed to revise the list of subscrib- 
ers and make recommendations about printing the same in the Con- 
ference minutes. Hopkins, Moers and Rode were appointed. 

Announcements were made and the meeting adjourned.

MOVING EXPENSES 

The following plan was submitted by Carl W. Bergquist, chair- 
man of the committee, and adopted by the Conference at the annual 
session, 1927. It was amended and ordered re-printed as amended 
by the annual session of 192 9, to become the standing rule of the 
conference. 

1. The Conference shall elect annually a treasurer of the Mov- 
ing Expense Fund, who shall have power to borrow at the lowest 
rate of interest obtainable, a sum of money sufficient to pay the 
total moving expenses of the pastors. 

2. Such expenses shall include transportation of household 
goods and personal effects, and transportation of minister’s family 
by common carriers, or private car, and by most economical means 
and most direct route. In no case shall meals and Pullman fares 
be included. In case of a preacher using his private car he is to 
be paid a mileage of 5 cents. This mileage to be figured by most 
direct route. In no case shall the sum allowed by the Conference 
for moving expenses exceed $15 0.00. 

3. Every pastor having such expense shall send an itemized 
statement together with receipted bills to his District Superintendent 
for his O. K. The treasurer shall not pay bills without such en- 
dorsement. 

4. Only members of the Annual Conference, including retired 
men serving as regular pastors, and regularly appointed supplies, 
shall have their moving expenses reimbursed; and students return- 
ing from colleges or seminaries of our church to take appointment 
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in this Conference. In case of the latter the expenses shall he com- 
puted from the boundary of the Conference to their appointment. 

5. In case of transfers into the Conference the Conference 
obligates itself to pay their moving expenses under the same con- 
ditions as for other members of the Conference, the total paid not 
to exceed $150.00, with the understanding that the local charge 
is not obligated, as far as this Conference is concerned, to pay any 
further expenses. 

6. Whenever all the moving expenses of a given district are 
in the hands of the treasurer, he shall be authorized to make pro- 
vision for the payment of these bills without waiting for the other 
districts. 

7. Whenever the total amount of the moving expenses is known, 
the treasurer of the fund shall apportion the sum among the charges 
according to the full membership and the cash ministerial support 
paid by the charge. 

8. In case of the failure of any charge to re-imburse the treas- 
urer of the Moving Expense Fund within six months of the Annual 
Conference session, an additional 10% shall be assessed and col- 
lected by the treasurer.

WORLD SERVICE REPORT 

In view of the fact that there has been a decided decline in 
World Service giving, which, if allowed to continue, will greatly 
hinder the progress of the Church in her program of world evangel- 
ism- and whereas the missionary spirit is the basic element in Chris- 
tian progress at home and abroad, the World Service Committee’ 
feels that World Service must be given its proper place in the 
Church program, in order that the will to give might be cultivated. 
In view of these facts, the Committee wishes to present the follow- 
ing recommendations: . 

1 That every pastor organize a local World Service council on 
his charge; the pastor and council to advise together regarding ways 
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and means of developing the missionary spirit in the local church. 

2. That a missionary sermon he preached once every three 
months for the purpose of giving information of, and inspiration to, 
World Service activity. 

3. That once a month the Mid-Week service he given over to 
missionary considerations. 

4. That World Service literature be distributed in each church 
once a month. 

5. That a definite effort be made to enlist all our members as 
World Service contributors. 

6. That remittance of World Service money be made once a 
month to the World Service office. 

7. That each pastor present the above program to his congre- 
gation, thereby placing himself on record for a program which, if 
carried out, will bring about World Service contributions far in 
advance over this year’s giving.

Recognizing as never before the need for careful training and 
direction for the undergraduate in the Conference course of study, 
and realizing the tremendous responsibility resting upon the Board 
for Ministerial Training and being exceedingly anxious to help each 
other toward greater efficiency in the task of the Minister in the 
Church, we come to offer the following resolution: 

That whereas, the distribution of the students’ work through the 
year is one of the most important features in the course of study, 
leading to system in future study and homily, and that we have 
been somewhat lax in our insistence upon time periods for required 
work; 

And whereas, the majority of the ministers of the Conference 
are already attending a session held at Brenham, Texas at the time 
of the Ep worth League Institute; therefore be it 

Resolved: (1) That each examiner shall insist upon the required 
work in his subjects being done as stipulated. That no examina- 
tions be given at the seat of the Annual Conference since ample 
time has been previously allowed. (2) That each undergraduate 
be required to attend the meeting at Brenham, Texas, to be ex- 
amined in the work for at least the first two periods of the year, 
since probably only six months will have passed since Conference. 
(3) That the name for this meeting be “The Summer School of 
Theology of the Southern Conference.” (4) That we organize a 
graduate school for the preachers of the Conference following the 
plans of the Commission on Conference Course of Study and request- 
ing every member of the Conference to take 1 at least one study each 
year. (5) That with the above plan in view the “Board of Min- 
isterial Training” be asked to immediately prepare the program for 
this year, and as soon after the close of this session as possible advise 
each member of the Conference and the undergraduates as to the 
work which will be offered.

PORT ARTHUR OOI/LEGE 

To the Southern Annual Conference, 

Methodist Episcopal Church, 

Dallas, Texas. 

Brethren: 

Port Arthur College is in its 21st year. It has held faithfully 
to the purpose of its founder, which was expressed in these words, — 
“To train the young men and women of its territory for the better 
grade of positions in the business world.” 

John W. Gates, whose ample fortune provided a library and a 
hospital for the city of Port Arthur, and whose gift defrayed about 
half of the cost of our Methodist Episcopal Church in Port Arthur, 
also founded a business college in order that residents of nearby 
sections might be able to work in the various business and indus- 
trial concerns which he knew were to be organized in and about 
that city. This school was no easy proposition for him to manage; 
and when he desired to give it away, the Methodist Episcopal Church 
was willing to accept the gift and the responsibility. 

It is purely a business 'school with the one exception that it of- 
fers a course in radio; and it has an equipment and a teacher, we 
believe, without equal in this part of the country. Graduates of 
our radio department are not numerous enough to meet the demand, 
and if we had twice our present enrollment we could easily place 
them. 

Situated as we are in a large industrial center, we are unable to 
meet the demand for well trained office help. More young men 
and women are needed in the offices as stenographers and book- 
keepers and machine operators than we have been able to furnish. 

Several college or normal school graduates are now enrolled in 
our school; many others have had one or more years in college or 
normal, and 89%, according to our latest figures, have a high 
school diploma. Only in exceptional cases do we enroll on a reg- 
ular scholarship, that is, in our diploma courses, any but a high 
school graduate. 

The last three or four years we have had an annual enrollment 
of between 350 and 400 students. This means an actual daily at- 
tendance of from 150 to 200 students depending upon the season of 
the year. This year there has been a slight falling off of enroll- 
ment during a few of the months, due to a new competitive school 
in Beaumont, but both in June and in September our enrollment 
was in excess of what it was in the same months last year. 

We have added valuable equipment, have made needed repairs, 
have strengthened the faculty and look forward confidently to an

increased enrollment during the coming year. A system of ac- 
counting has been introduced which makes possible a much more 
accurate check upon our financial affairs than was possible under 
the former system. 

Our night school has shown a good profit and is of great benefit 
to young men and women now working who are ambitious to better 
themselves. 

Our buildings and grounds are spacious and beautiful and we 
have accommodations for about 50% more students, in annual en- 
rollment and in daily attendance. There are many young men and 
women in the various communities of our conference who would be 
greatly benefitted by a course in Port Arthur College. There are 
many who could afford such a course, who cannot afford a four 
year course, or even a two year course in Junior College. Port 
Arthur College is bidding for the attention and attendance of these 
young people by offering an equipment, a faculty and a moral at- 
mosphere second to none. We want only those who have completed 
high school and only those who are ambitious to succeed. A ca- 
pacity attendance will make it possible for Port Arthur College to 
be entirely self-supporting. It has not been .self-supporting during 
the larger part of its history. It has been and is now dependent 
upon the church for its very life. The school and our church at 
Port Arthur are closely connected. If the school should fail the 
church would suffer. The pastor of the church, Dr. Phil Deschner, 
is a member of the executive committee of the Board of Trustees 
and renders valuable service as counsellor, preacher, and friend. 

Dr. Chas. R. Robinson, a member of this Conference, served for 
many years as a trustee, was active in committee work, always a 
faithful friend of the executive head of the school, and will be 
greatly missed. He gave the benefit of his ripened wisdom and 
extensive experience without stint to Port Arthur College. 

On our Board of Trustees are many of the most prominent and 
progressive men in our city and territory and we submit the follow- 
ing list for your approval and confirmation if you see fit.

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TEXAS WESLEYAN COLLEGE 

The new work at Texas Wesleyan College in Austin has been 
thrust upon me by the resignation of Rev. P. L. Hagberg May 30. 
We have secured eight splendid teachers who are all attending the 
University of Texas. Our principal is Mr. Walter R. Glick and our 
matron is Mrs. Ruby Babcock. 

We are glad to report twenty-six students enrolled this year. 
There are eight in the senior class. The school cause has been pre- 
sented in practically every Swedish church in our Conference and 
some have responded liberally in the support of our school. 

There was a balance of $300.55 in the treasury when I became 
President. We were compelled to make a few necessary improve- 
ments and had all three of the buildings put in first class condition 
by painting, redecorating, and varnishing the same. There were 
some needed laboratory equipment purchased and also five Under- 
wood typewriters and a Sundstrand adding machine for the College. 
In the men’s dormitory a hot water boiler has been installed for the 
bath rooms. 

Over fifteen hundred dollars were needed to make the school 
what we desired. Now our need will be a large modern dormitory 
for the men and for our University students that wish to stay on 
our campus. The city has grown in size and great improvements 
are being made on all sides of the College. A twenty acre park is 
laid out just north of our campus. The millions being spent by the 
Texas University for new buildings are being spent right at our 
very doors as we have our twenty-one acre campus adjoining the 
University campus on the west and south. So far only $1,000 has 
been given for our endowment fund. Last summer the first $1,000 
donation was made for the new building. More interest has been 
shown this past year than ever before and we shall all look forward 
to a bright future for the school in Austin.

II. OBSERVATIONS 

1. That while the liabilities, which amount to the total indebt- 
edness of the college, are shown to be $56,592.86, attention is 
called to the fact that the ratio between assets and liabilities is a 
little better than 4 to 1. This in itself is encouraging enough. 

2. Attention is called to the amount of current liabilities which 
is the same as current indebtedness. This is where our greatest 
difficulty lies. We must work out a financing plan which will 
enable us to retire the school’s indebtedness by small amounts over 
a long period. 

3. While the total deficit of this year, according to the Pres- 
ident’s report which is attached hereto, will be approximately $3,- 
842.00, this probable deficit is by $5000.00 less than that of the 
year closing June 1, 1929. 

4. Henceforth there will be no need of much additional new 
equipment and fixtures. This fact will enable the school to show 
a much better financial condition in the future. 
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III. RECOMMENRATIONS 

1. That the Board of Trustees be given the authority to accept 
resignations of members of the Board and to make temporary ap- 
pointments to fill vacancies on the Board between annual Confer- 
ences. 

2. That the following men be ratified as members of the Board 
of Trustees to serve from Conference 192 9 to Conference 1930: 

Mr. H. C. Hafer, nominated by ex-students, Brenham. 

Mr. Edwin Hohlt, nominated by Brenham Chamber of Commerce, 
Brenham. 

Mr. Fred Amsler, nominated by Brenham Chamber of Com- 
merce, Brenham. 

The first two men named are on the Board at the present time. 
Mr. Amsler has been selected to take the place of Mr. E. A. Evers- 
berg, who is unable to serve further.

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OBITUARY OF FRIEDE BOHMFALK 

Rev. Friede Bohmfalk began bis earthly career November 7th, 
1848 in Grosefehn, Ostfriesland, Germany, as the oldest child of 
the Harm ;Schweer Bohmfalk family. In his fifth year he was sent 
to school, but after three years the family made preparations to 
sail to America, thus ending his school career, inasmuch as there 
were no schools in the part of Texas that they settled. 

The journey across the ocean was very hazardous and tiresome. 
During the 14 weeks of sea voyage they encountered a storm and 
were almost shipwrecked. The storm tossed ship finally landed at 
Galveston in 185 6. From there another little sail boat took the 
immigrants to Indianola. This little seaport was completely de- 
stroyed in the storm of 1875. From Indianola they were trans- 
ported in wagons drawn by oxen to New Fountain, Texas, about 3 0 
miles southwest of San Antonio. These early settlers encountered 
great difficulties in our great State. It is almost impossible for the 
present generation to even in a limited way conceive the hardships 
and sacrifices of these forefathers. Their limited means were soon 
spent and the only way of earning a livelihood was by hauling 
freight from Indianola to San Antonio with ox teams. It was ex- 
tremely interesting to listen to the many Indian stories of Brother 
Bohmfalk. He was surrounded twice by Indians, but God in a 
miraculous way saved him. Every now and then a German Meth- 
odist preacher would come through New Fountain settlement and 
preach the gospel of Jesus Christ to these hungry and searching 
hearts. While a 12 year old boy, in a so called camp meeting, 
Brother Bohmfalk consecrated his life to God. He immediately 
began active work in the Sunday School and soon after that was 
made Exhorter and then local preacher. 

In 1879 under the District Superintendency of the Rev. Pfaeffle 
he was persuaded to follow the inner urge of his soul and the call 
of God and entered the ranks of the active ministry of the Southern 
Conference. During the 29 years of his active ministry he served 
the following charges: Danville and Cibolo, Grassyville and Paige, 
Industry, Brenham Prairie, Bracken, New Fountain, Freyburg, and 
Schulenburg. God blessed his ministry and he experienced the 
joy of leading many souls to Jesus. He preached the simple mes- 
sage of the cross in a simple way. Christ crucified was the theme 
that set his heart on fire. He was a very gifted singer. In all his 
charges he organized so called singing societies, through which he 
gained a remarkable influence among the young people not only 
of his own charge but in the whole community. 
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In 1908 he carried out the plan of many years, and made a trip 
to the Holy Land that he might walk the path once trodden by the 
lowly Nazarene. At that time he also visited Italy, Switzerland 
and his native country. When he retired from the active ranks, 
he made his home in Gonzales, Texas. All his life he was a great 
friend of flowers and during his declining years found much pleas- 
ure in working with them in his hot house, and thus scattered 
flowers along the pathway of many weary travelers. Brother Bohm- 
falk was married three times. His first marriage was blessed with 
ten children. His first wife died Jan. 3 0th, 1900; his second on 
July 18, 1918. His third wife survives him and gave him the most 
tender care during his declining days. 

The glory of the life work of Brother Bohmfalk is not that he 
built great Cathedrals nor that he occupied the leading pulpits in 
Methodism, but that he reared his children in the fear of the Lord. 
They all, without an exception, are Christians at heart and take 
leading and active part in our various congregations. His two 
sons entered the Methodist ministry. Rev. H. F. Bohmfalk, the 
oldest, died as a member of our Conference on Jan. 6, 1910, and 
Rev. C. F. Bohmfalk is filling the pulpit of our Hackberry St. 
Church in San Antonio, one’ of his grandsons is engaged in Religious 
Education, while two others are preparing for the ministry. 

About two years ago his health began to fail. The last two 
months he was confined to his bed. The Christ whom he preached 
was all sufficient for him in his last days. The Word of God was 
very precious to him and he found much comfort and joy in the 
singing of the Gospel Hymns. He died Aug. 7, 1929 at Gonzales, 
Texas, at an age of 80 years and 9 months. 

The funeral services were held in Gonzales while the interment 
took place in Freyburg, Texas. The service was in charge of the 
local pastor, H. Schmalz, assisted by the following Brethren: Did- 
zun, Buehrer, Schreiber, Ott, Kleinknecht, Doerr, Sievers, Kattner, 
and Deschner, while the messages of tribute and comfort were de- 
livered by the District Superintendent, John Hierholzer, Rev. H. 
Homburg, and E. F. Schuessler. 
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OBITUARY OF E. A. POWELL 

Edgar Alonzo Powell was born in DeKalb, 111., June 16, 1864; 
son of David and Martha Ann Powell. Died June 12, 1929, age 
64 years, 11 months and 26 days. On Oct. 18, 1888, he was united 
in marriage with Miss Sarah Elizabeth Davison, who with three 
sons and four daughters survive him. 

At the age of seventeen Brother Powell left the home of his 
father at King’s Point, Mo., and went to Kansas where he soon 
became associated with his brother in ranch life experiences. 

At the age of 23 he was converted in a revival meeting held in 
the old Powell school house at Wilmore, Kans., and soon after re- 
sponded to the call to preach, and by persistent effort so equipped 
himself for the work of the ministry that in 1890 he was admitted 
to membership in the Arkansas Valley Conference of the United 
Brethren Church and was ordained in 1893. On Dec. 14, 1923 he 
was received into the Gulf Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church and his Elders Orders recognized. As a member 
of the Gulf Conference he served Alvin, Sebastian, and the Noonday 
and Wesley charges as pastor, and on each served the Kingdom to 
the limit of his ability, and on that on which he died, very much 
beyond his ability. He wrote his District .Superintendent that he 
had been sick for some weeks but expected to preach the following 
Sunday, saying, “The Lord has given me the message and I be- 
lieve He will give me strength to deliver it.” He delivered his 
message, got into his car and started on his vacation and died be- 
fore he reached Wilmore, Kansas, where he expected to spend that 
vacation. 

The funeral services for Bro. Powell were held in the Wilmore 
M. E. Church, Wilmore, Kansas, the sermon being preached by his 
old friend and brother minister of the United Brethren Church, Rev. 
C. E. Farney of St. John, Kans. He was buried in the Wilmore 
Cemetery, near where he preached his first sermon. 

Brother Powell was a real brother, a true friend and a con- 
sistent Christian. It seemed that his ambition was to live up to all 
the commendable qualities which our Lord presented to the world 
in he parable of the Good Samaritan. He was especially interested 
in the spiritual welfare of all he knew, and by personal touch and 
pulpit appeal endeavored to bring each to, know his Christ. 

Brother Powell lived and died in the triumphs of a living faith, 
having full assurance a resurrection unto life, life eternal and with 
the Lord, Christ. He has gone home and is at rest forevermore. 

Like most of those of the ministry who have lived Godly lives 
and succeeded in accomplishing worth while results in their efforts 
to build the Kingdom, Bro. Powell was blessed with a consecrated, 
self-sacrificing wife, his real companion and helper through all these 
thirty-nine years of his ministry. Sister Powell has the sympathy 
and prayers of the entire Southern Conference.

TO THE SOUTHERN CONFERENCE 

To the labors and faith of the loyal women of the Southern Con- 
ference God added His bountiful blessings. We now have 1195 
Auxiliary and Extension members, 185 Young Women and Standard 
Bearers, and 520 Juniors, making a total membership of 1900. 
This is 687 more than last year, but most of this gain was inherited 
from the Oklahoma, South Swedish and Gulf Conferences. There 
are 108 new members reported for the past year, 15 Junior life 
members, 23 patrons, and 6 memorial members. 

About $70.00 worth of medical supplies wefe sent to hospitals 
on the field. 66 Reading Course graduates are reported. Five 
magazines are being sent directly to the field and 2 94 have been 
used and then mailed. Nine of our auxiliaries are in the Branch 
Rainbow. 

Our Conference apportionment which was $6,000.00 was met. 
W T e will have the same apportionment for the coming year. 

The group meetings have been fine training ground for more 
efficient service in the local auxiliaries. 

The mid-year meeting of the Branch held in the bounds of our 
Conference, was a great help to our workers and the work in gen- 
eral. The good seeds that have remained only eternity will reveal. 

Dr. iSchaum spent a number of weeks with us spreading infor- 
mation and bringing greater inspiration wherever she went. 

The record of another year is finished. We have brought to 
you these statistics, the report of achievement, of many plans 
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brought into use, of labor receiving its reward. But there is no 
way to count the prayers of the faithful, no register of the volume 
of power thus brought to bear upon the machinery in use, no meas- 
ure of the joy which service brings. God knows, and knowing, 
grants His blessing.
